Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1949,  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district. 

I became  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  21st  March,  1949, 
and  Mr.  Shears  has  been  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  since  the  1st 
December,  1948.  Both  of  us  are  grateful  to  our  immediate  pre- 
decessors, Dr.  Franks  and  Mr.  Dascombe,  for  much  of  the  data, 
and  we  hope  that  next  year’s  Annual  Report  will  be  published 
earlier. 

The  year  1948  was  free  from  any  serious  epidemic  disease. 

The  birth  rate  has  fallen  slightly  from  the  high  figure  of  21.1 
to  19.7  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  death  rate  of  infants 
under  a year  old  has  fallen  to  the  very  low  figure  of  17.7  per  1,000 
live  births.  No  mother  in  the  district  died  as  a result  of  child- 
birth during  the  year. 

Sixty  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  However,  recent 
advances  in  medical  research  have  improved  the  prospects  of  active 
immunisation  against  this  disease. 

Fifty-one  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  1948.  Immunisation 
against  measles  is  a difficult  problem,  at  present  only  a passive 
temporary  immunisation  is  available,  although  the  well-timed 
inoculation  of  passive  immunity  to  a child  after  contact  with  a 
measles  case  will  result  in  a modified  attack  which  confers  life 
immunity.  Measles  is  a serious  disease  to  children  under  three 
years,  but  seldom  serious  between  the  ages  of  8 and  12  years. 

Tuberculosis  caused  seven  deaths,  five  due  to  pulmonary  in- 
fection. During  the  year  six  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  seven  cases  of  non-rulmonar^  tuberculosis  were  notified. 


As  in  1946  and  1947,  no  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred.  The 
advantages  of  immunisation  are  now  realised  by  all  but  the  most 
backward  parents.  Every  mother  of  a one-year-old  child  re- 
ceives, by  post,  a letter  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  stating 
the  time  and  nearest  place  at  which  free  inoculation  can  be  ob- 
tained. 

The  death  rate  (all  causes)  for  the  district  has  risen  slightly 
to  11.3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  10.2  per 
1,000  in  1947,  and  as  compared  with  10.8  for  all  England  and 
Wales  in  the  current  year. 

In  the  statistical  tables  which  follow,  births  and  deaths  have 
been  corrected  for  “inward”  and  “outward”  transfers — i.e.,  they 
refer  only  to  persons  who  normally  reside  in  the  district,  and  they 
include  all  births  and  deaths  among  them  wherever  occurring. 
Infectious  diseases,  however,  are  allocated  to  the  district  in  which 
they  arise,  irrespective  of  place  or  normal  residence  of  the  patient. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  has  been  in  operation 
since  the  5th  July,  1948,  and  most  of  our  Local  Health  Authority 
services  have  been  decentralised  to  the  Mid-Essex  Division  from 
Essex  County.  The  Mental  Health  Services  and  the  Ambulance 
Services  are  administered  centrally  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Education  Division  and  the  Health  Area  are  identical  and 
the  Decentralisation  Scheme  provides  for  periodic  review  in  the 
light  of  experience.  There  is  no  doubt  that  each  of  the  various 
Local  Authority  health  services  has  an  optimum  population  and 
an  optimum  area  ; the  highly  specialised  services  are  best  allotted 
to  the  largest  units  while  simple  unspecialised  services  can  be 
dealt  with  locally.  Diphtheria  immunisation  and  record  keeping  is 
a simple  service  and  it  could  be  carried  out  by  an  urban  or  rural 
district,  on  the  other  hand  advertised  propaganda  to  encourage 
diphtheria  immunisation  is  most  efficient  when  carried  out  at  or 
above  County  level  where  the  sales  area  of  each  local  newspaper 
can  be  considered  and  used  to  best  advantage. 


Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (which  em- 
powers a court  of  summary  jurisdiction  to  remove  to  suitable  pre- 
mises a person  living  in  insanitary  conditions  on  the  application 
of  the  appropriate  local  authority). 

One  elderly  man  was  removed  to  hostel  accommodation  for 
three  months  on  an  Order  of  the  Court  because  he  was  unfit  to 
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take  care  of  himself.  The  application  has  since  been  renewed  for 
a further  period  of  three  months. 

The  duties  under  this  Act  could  be  made  more  pleasant  if 
some  attractive  modern  almshouse  accommodation  was  available 
to  promise  these  old  people  on  recovery  or  improvement  after  a 
period  in  hospital.  At  present  they  are  well  aware  that  the  future 
holds  only  the  prospect  of  lost  independence  in  a hostel  or  institu- 
tion. Furthermore,  if  such  accommodation  was  readily  available 
frail  but  ambulant  elderly  persons  might  be  encouraged  to  move 
in  voluntarily  before  the  combined  effects  of  decreasing  physical 
powers  and  an  overlarge  and  unmanageable  dwelling  had  reduced 
them  to  an  insanitary  state.  The  percentage  of  old  people  in  the 
population  is  increasing,  and  the  effects  of  this  increase  are  likely 
to  be  most  noticed  in  rural  areas  where  the  number  of  retired 
people  is  high.  As  the  Trustees  of  the  Nuffield  Foundation  point 
out — “ before  any  area  can  be  said  to  have  made  adequate  pro- 
vision for  its  old  people  it  requires  a comprehensive  range  of 
accommodation  and  facilities  for  all  categories  of  old  people  in 
need,  and  so  arranged  that  transfer  from  one  type  of  accommoda- 
tion is  simple,  smooth,  and  uneventful,  whether  transfer  is  due  to 
improving  health  or  growing  infirmity.” 

In  concluding  my  report,  I would  like  to  record  my  apprecia- 
tion to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  helj 
and  co-operation,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  since  my  arrival  here.

1948  ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  on  the 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

(1)  WATER  SUPPLIES:  Sufficiency. 

Despite  the  high  hopes  engendered  by  the  Rural  Water  Sup- 
plies and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  and  the  Water  Act,  1945,  the  general 
position  indicated  in  the  1947  Report  is  substantially  the  same. 

During  the  year  under  review  700  yards  of  main  were  laid  by 
the  Council  in  its  own  area  of  supply  primarily  to  serve  the  needs 
of  a new  Housing  Site  at  Abbess  Roding.  The  Council’s  scheme 
for  main  supplies  and  extensions  to  Doddinghurst  and  Blackmore 
was  commenced  in  October  and  the  following  schemes  have  been 
approved: — 

Purchase  of  Air  Ministry  water  main  from  High  Laver 
to  Abbess  Roothing  via  Little  Laver  and  the  extension  of  this 
main  to  cov&r  the  whole  of  the  village  of  Abbess  Roothing. 

Extension  of  main  from  Fyfield  via  Birds  Green  to  Berners 
Roothing  with  a branch  to  Elm  Farm. 

Extension  of  mains  in  Blackmore  and  Doddinghurst. 

These  schemes  will  involve  the  laying  of  7 miles  of  new  main 
at  an  estimated  capital  expenditure  of  £16,000  and  have  made 
such  progress  as  to  warrant  the  assumption  that  completion  can 
be  expected  in  1949. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  schemes  promulgated  by  the  Herts 
and  Essex  Water  Co.,  the  statutory  undertakers  for  the  greater  part 
of  the  Area,  are  equally  well  advanced  as  the  need  of  the  Parishes 
mentioned  in  the  1947  Report  is  indeed  urgent. 

(a)  QUALITY  and  (b)  QUANTITY  of  the  water  supplied 
have  been  satisfactory  although  once  again  the  criticism  of  lack 
of  pressure  during  the  summer  months  in  the  Parish  of  Dodding- 
hurst can  be  sustained. 

(2)  The  appended  report  is  typical  of  the  many  samples  taken 
showing  the  water  supplied  to  be  of  a high  chemical  and  bacterial 
standard.  The  softening  plant  to  which  reference  has  already  been 
made  is  a most  desirable  objective  and  would  confer  benefits  in 
due  proportion  to  the  initial  capital  outlay.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


No  new  works  or  important  additions  to  existing  disposal 
works  have  been  made  during  the  year.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  how- 
ever, that  the  long  discussed  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Parishes 
of  Blackmore  and  Doddinghurst  should  be  ready  for  submission  to 
the  Minister  of  Health  in  1949.  Conversion  from  P.C.  to  water 
closets  under  Section  47  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  were  made  in 
respect  of  two  premises.  The  sewage  disposal  plant  to  the  West 
Ham  School  at  Fyfield  has  been  reconditioned  by.  the  Borough 
Council  and  is  now  functioning  satisfactorily.

The  merging  of  the  refuse  rate  in  March  was  undoubtedly  a 
progressive  step  and  has  enabled  the  service  to  be  rationalised. 
The  problem  which  the  provision  of  new  houses  has  on  the  fre- 
quency of  the  service  can  in  part  be  solved  by  stepping  up  the  rate 
of  loading.  The  completion  of  the  present  programme  must,  how- 
ever, raise  the  question  of  the  provision  of  a third  vehicle  at  some 
future  date.

The  tip  at  Stondon  Massey  has  been  well  maintained  and  no 
serious  nuisances  have  arisen.  As  mentioned  in  the  1947  Report 
the  arrangements  have  been  made  for  an  alternative  tip  nearby 
which  is  expected  to  be  in  use  towards  the  end  of  1949.
